The Rogue River Rooster Crow Contest is open to any- 
one wishing to participate.

For thirty minutes 
after the starting gun, the crows are counted for each 
rooster. Cash prizes are offered to the top five contenders. 
Another cash prize is offered for the most unique cage. 
Other contests are: the Huck Finn Contest limited to chil- 


dren up to 12 years of age, the old car contest, children’s 
races, and the float contest.
